A highly regarded attorney, who practiced 
law at 35 Main Street across the street from 
Belleville City Hall for 20 years, has been 
disbarred from the practice of law as of 
July 15. 
Only active members of the Michigan 


Iı Bar Association are 
eligible to practice law 
in Michigan. 


Thomas A. White, a 
resident of Van Buren 


Township, signed an 
agreement to repay 
some of his clients 


their lost funds, totaling 
Thomas A. White almost a half million 
dollars. 

But, some of his clients are not satisfied 
with the agreement to pay them less than 
he took from them and are suing him in 
Wayne County Circuit Court.

John Chapman of Sumpter Township is 
in the University of Michigan Burn and 
Trauma Unit healing from amputations of 
his legs after an accident at his home on 
Judd Road. 

Sumpter Township Police Captain Eric 
Luke said that at about 7:14 p.m. on 
Wednesday, July 17, police and fire fighters 
were summoned to Chapman’s home in the 
48000 block of Judd Road for an injury 
accident involving a farm tractor. 

Captain Luke said the emergency 
workers found that the 52-year-old male 
homeowner, later identified by friends 
as Chapman, was mowing an area with 
a “brush hog” pulled behind the tractor, 
when he apparently ran over a log, causing 
him to be thrown from the tractor. 

Once on the ground he was then run over 
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Yet other clients have filed criminal 
complaints that are being investigated by 
the Michigan State Police. 

Belleville Police Chief Gene Taylor 
said his department turned all their White 
cases over to the MSP so there wouldn’t 
be double police time spent on the same 
complaints. 

The Attorney Grievance Commission 
(AGC) is the investigative and prosecutorial 
arm of the Michigan Supreme Court for 
allegations of attorney misconduct. This 
commission has jurisdiction over all 
attorneys licensed to practice law by the 
State Bar of Michigan. 

The Attorney Discipline Board is the 
adjudicative (delivering judgment) arm of 
the Michigan Supreme Court for matters 
in which the AGC has initiated formal 
proceedings. 

In the Attorney Discipline Board’s AGC’s 
Stipulation for Consent Order of Discipline 
signed by White on May 22, White pled no 


contest to the allegations of professional 
misconduct. 

White also agreed to the order of 
disbarment entered against him, 

He agreed to pay partial restitution prior 
to the filing of a consolidated complaint, 
free disclosure to the disciplinary board, 
imposition of other penalties by the probate 
court, and remorse. 

The Order of Discipline listed aggravating 
factors as: prior disciplinary offenses, 
dishonest or selfish motive, multiple 
offenses, and substantial experience in the 
practice of law. 

He agreed not to take on any new clients 
after the date he signed this stipulation, 
which was May 22. 

And, he agreed to pay the following 
restitutions: 

e To Betty Pendleton - $15,500, by Aug. 
15, 2013; 

e To Vivian Jackson - $11,166.32, by 
Aug. 15, 2013; 


e To the Estate of Thomas Garrett - 
$216,000 by Nov. 1, 2013; 

e To the Gallaway Complainants (Edward 
Gallaway, Dennis Gallaway, Margaret 
Sawicki, Marilyn Lange, David Gallaway, 
and Ronald Gallaway), $90,038.35 by July 
15, 2014. 

White agreed that he would not be eligible 
to file a petition for reinstatement until all 
restitution is paid in full. Also, in the event 
that the Client Protection Fund pays claims 
made against White, White shall not be 
eligible to petition for reinstatement until 
the Fund is fully reimbursed. 

These pending AGC investigative files 
were administratively closed: 

e AGC File No. 2099-12-Walter Larson; 

e AGC File No. 0558-12-Pushpa 
Srivastava. 

The order of discipline was a final order 

and White waived his rights to appeal.

injured in brush-hogging accident at his home 


by the engaged brush hog. He called for 
help and neighbors summoned police. 

Chapman was airlifted to the University 
of Michigan Hospital with extensive and 
extremely severe injuries to his lower 
extremities. 

His son Richard traveled from his military 
assignment at Fort Campbell, KY to be 
with his father. A second son Robert lives 
in Belleville and also was at his father’s 
side, along with their two sisters. 

Richard said the initial injuries were a 
severed right foot and a severed knee on 
the left leg, plus damage to the shin. 

At the hospital his left leg was amputated 
below the knee. Doctors attempted to 
reattach the lower right foot, but damage 
to the blood vessels made that impossible, 
so his right leg was amputated below the 
knee, Richard said. 

Richard said there was no damage to any 
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other part of his father’s 
body. 

Chapman was in an 
induced coma and on 
a ventilator as several 
surgeries took place. On 
Sunday, they extubated 
him and took him off 
sedatives and he was 
coherent enough to

understand what had happened, Richard 
said. 

Another surgery to try to fix the left 


knee was set for Tuesday. Richard said the 
worst-case scenario would be if the knee 
couldn’t be repaired that doctors would 
have to amputate above the knee. 

His two sons have indicated they will 
take care of their father. 

“He’s doing OK,” Richard said. 

John Chapman ran his Sumpter Auto 
shop at Five Points in downtown Belleville 
for many years and just moved to a new 
location he hoped to open soon on Sumpter 
Road, just north of Oakville Waltz. 


VBT announces Hoosier co-generation 
plant is withdrawn by developer

Van Buren Township has announced that 
a long-planned, green-energy project at the 
former Visteon Village that has brought 
continued opposition from neighbors, has 
been cancelled at the developer’s request. 

On Friday, Arthur Mullen, VBT Planning 
and Economic Development Department 


Director, issued a press release giving the 
township’s thoughts on the cancellation. 
Director Mullen said that on June 20, Hoosier 
Energy notified VBT that it would not be 
moving forward with the Hoosier Energy Co- 
generation project. Supervisor Linda Combs 
announced this publicly July 16. 
Mullen said Hoosier Energy proposed to

Four charged with prostitution plea 
bargain down to $500 fine each

Four women who were arrested for 
allegedly keeping a house of prostitution 
in Van Buren Township, a felony, pleaded 
guilty to a lesser misdemeanor charge of 
knowingly loitering in a building while an 
illegal business was taking place. 

They also pled guilty to working in 
a building that they knew had building 
violations. 

All the prostitution charges were dropped 
in exchange for the guilty pleas. 

Their guilty pleas were accepted and 
they were immediately sentenced by 34" 
District Court Judge David Parrott at a 
July 17 court session. He said fees and 
fines for each woman totaled $500 and he 
was unsure if additional fees for the state 
victim’s fund would be levied. 

He said they could pay immediately or 
make arrangements for payments. If the 
fee wasn’t paid each could spend 30 days 
in jail. 

The charges stem from a Feb. 20 police 
report concerning their massage business at 
Holistic Touch and Gifts, 41015 East Huron 
River Dr. The investigation was conducted 
by the VBT Police Special Investigation 
Unit led by Detective Derek Perez. 

Since a Wayne County Assistant 
Prosecutor was not in the courtroom, each 
of the women’s attorneys asked them 
questions that led to a public confession 
and their guilty plea. 

Seymour Schwartz was the attorney for 
Kimberly Ann Qualls, 35, of Newport 
and Lena Marie Worrell, 26, of Monroe. 
Qualls and Worrell confessed to working 
in the building knowing there was an 
illegal business going on there that was 
improperly licensed and had building 
violations. They said they kept working 
there after they became aware that there 
were license and building violations that 
weren’t taken care of. 

They agreed with Schwartz that it was 
illegal because it wasn’t properly licensed 
and there were business violations. 

Through questions from attorney Joseph 
Delaurentiis, Amanda Bianca Wolford, 35, 
of Wyandotte confessed to working at the 
building although she was aware there were 
certain building violations and the business 
was improperly licensed. 

Answering attorney Steven Schwartz’s 
questions, Andrea Maria Romano, 36, of 
Westland also confessed she continued 
to work knowing there were building 
violations. 

A bright-yellow VBT Building 
Department sticker was put on the front 


door of the business after the arrests, 
revoking the certificate of occupancy 
in accordance with Michigan Building 
code 110.4 which is used “...wherever 
the certificate is issued in error or on the 
basis of incorrect information supplied, or 
where it is determined that the building or 
structure or portion thereof is in violation 
of any ordinance or regulation or any of 
the provisions of this code.” 

The yellow sticker remains on the door, 
but it has been partially torn off. 

Qualls was the only defendant required 
to post bond, $5,000 or 10%, and her 90% 
refund on that would be applied to her fees. 
She was originally charged with Keeping 
House of Prostitution and Admitting to 
Place of Prostitution. 

Worrell was out on personal bond on 
the original charges of Keeping House 
of Prostitution and Disorderly Person / 
Loitering in a House of Ill Fame. 

Wolford and Romano were each 
arrested on charges of Keeping a House 
of Prostitution and Admitting to Place of 
Prostitution and both were out on personal 
bond. 

A fifth suspect has moved from the 
area and a warrant remains active for her 
arrest. 

In the weeks before the court session a 
big sign had been placed on the window 
of the vacant Holistic Touch and Gifts 
storefront that reads: “Note To: Customers: 
Due to Building Code we are closed @ 
This Location! Sorry for any Inconvience. 
Please Call Kim for Update, 734-658- 
1246”. 

The sign remained in place as of 
Tuesday.

develop a co-generation facility that would 
use landfill gas from the Woodland Meadows 
landfill to fire four electric turbines and hot 
water would be used to heat the Grace Lake 
Corporate Center during the winter months.

A few weeks ago we alerted Belleville 
residents that the terms of Kim Tindall and 
Brian Blackburn are running out on the 
city council and it’s time to think about 
running for the two trustee positions open. 
There is no primary and the election for 
the two, four-year terms will be Nov. 5. As 
of Tuesday, the nominating petitions are 
available for pickup at City Hall and the 
deadline to turn them in is 4 p.m., Aug. 13. 

Those wishing to be on the ballot need to 
collect at least 20 valid signatures and no 
more than 40. Under the City Charter, a 
candidate for elective office must have been 
a resident of the city for one year prior to 
the date of the election and be a registered 
voter of the city. 

The term runs to December 2017. 

On Friday, I had a lengthy conversation 
with a DTE employee. It’s a long story, but 
we had time for an extended chat. He said 
the Smart Meters that are now coming to 
our area (in the next few weeks, according 
to a letter I got from DTE) are only the first 
step. 

He said people are going to be charged

Consumers will 
be charged more for electricity used in the 
high consumption hours than at night when 
most people are sleeping. 

In my letter from DTE, I guess the words 
that describe this are: “New programs for 
energy efficiency.” 

It’s the same idea as the way Detroit Water 
& Sewerage bills its customers for water 
and why Van Buren Township decided to 
put in a water tower so they could let the 
residents use the water during the daytime 
and then replenish the water tower at night 
when Detroit rates are cheaper.

In fact, a week 
or so ago, once again, the council voted 
yet more powers to the city manager. Talk 
about a fiefdom; even the BADL doesn’t 
have it that good. 

The basic tenets of government should 
be in check here; first the city charter needs 
to be amended back to where the voters, 
who voted them in office, are full-time 
employees, who answer to the voters, not 
the office of manager. 

The office of city manager, like the rest of 
salaried managers, should also be a voted 
office, not an appointed leader-for-life 
position. There are no series of checks and 
balances here; we need our elected officials 
to listen to and act in the voters’ and city’s 
best interest. 

Term limitations apply; no more family 
or good-old-boy, dynasties. Unlike VBT or 
the BADL, where the voters and even the 
press, get shouted down, or even threatened 
law suits against; the people need to step 
in and make our needs heard; and not just 
appointed to. 

All of this said, after much consideration 
I wish to throw my name into the hat for the 
office of City Council this fall. I will listen 
to the voters, I will question all votes made 
by the council or the office manager. If I 
can garnish the support of the people here 
in Belleville, I will run for office; my goal 
is not for power, but for truth, transparency 
and the will of the people.

through a number of complex issues in regards 
to noise, site and building design, and zoning 
use Classification. Through long negotiations, 
these issues were addressed by the Aug. 22, 
2012 Planning Commission approval, he 
said. 

Mullen said the township anticipated this 
green-energy investment at the Grace Lake 
Corporate Center and the project benefits 
would have included: renewal energy 
production in VBT, use of a landfill byproduct 
(methane) that is currently being burned 
off and wasted at the Woodland Meadows 
site to create energy, increased assessed 
property values in the LDFA district, support 
environmental stewardship in the township, 
support job creation, and support economic 
development in the township.

Two civil cases against White are on file 
in the Wayne County Circuit Court. 

On Oct. 12, 2012 a professional 
malpractice case was filed by Georgina and 
Jeffrey Hamilton vs. The Law Office of 
Thomas White. On Jan. 11,2013, a consent 
judgment was filed for $50,000. On March 
15, 2013 a Writ of Garnishment was filed 
and on July 3 an Order to seize property 
was signed and filed. 

On Dec. 3, 2012, a civil case was filed 
against White by David, Dennis, Ed and 
Ronald Gallaway, Marilyn Lange, and 
Margaret Sawicki and a third party, Charter 
One Bank. A status conference was held on 
April 9 in Judge Lita M. Popke’s chambers 
and the case is listed as “held for further 
settlement.” 

A settlement conference has been set for 
Oct. 22. 

Steven Z. Cohen, the attorney for 
plaintiffs in this case, told the Independent 
his clients are beneficiaries in the Thomas 
Garret estate and should have received 
$600,000. 

Cohen said White never returned phone 
calls and avoided his clients for months. 
One of the plaintiffs, who lives in Florida, 
got tired of not getting calls returned from 
White, Cohen said. He came to Belleville 
to meet with the attorney and said he called 
him from the restaurant across the street 
from White’s office. 

Cohen said White answered the phone 
and whispered that he couldn’t talk now 
because he was in court. Cohen said his 
client knew he was lying since he could 
see him talking on the phone. He went into 
the office and, “There White was,” Cohen

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said. 

He said White got angry and resigned as 
the family’s attorney. 

Cohen said he tried to file an insurance 
claim for his clients for malpractice. He 
said they should have gotten $350,000 
but White did not pay his malpractice 
insurance premiums. Cohen said his clients 
might be able to get a little money from a 
legal victim’s fund. 

Cohen said White spent between $500,000 
and $600,000 in a year. 

Cohen said a preliminary injunction was 
filed on Dec. 13, 2012 and all White’s 
accounts are frozen. White has a Jani-King 
franchise in his name, but clients pay for 
services directly to Jani-King not to White, 
Cohen said. 

Cohen said White is a liar and he will see 
to it that he goes to jail, adding, “This is 
fraud.” He said attorneys should make sure 
people are protected. 

Cohen said he is challenging the Bar 
Association’s restitution order against 
White which requires White to pay his 
clients only $90,938.35 by July 15, 2014. 
He said although White agreed to this 
amount, his clients didn’t. 

Property taxes on the home on Savage 
Road where White is registered to vote 
have not been paid in some time. 

White was first licensed to practice law in 
Michigan in 1993. He graduated from the 
University of Michigan-Flint in 2006 with a 
master’s degree in Business Administration 
and University of Toledo College of Law 
in 1992 with a Juris Doctor degree. 

He has served as the corporate counsel 
for the Belleville-Area Independent for 
almost 20 years.
